The Payne Law. 


At the'time of the passage of thi 


Payne tariff law, there was no tarif 
board or commission to find the rea 
facts necessary for a wise adjust 
ment of rates, and all Congress couh 
do was to resort to the' old. and obso 
lete methods of investigation an< 
legislation. The wool schedule in the 
Payne bill is an exaet reproduction 
of the w«ol schedule in the Dingley 
bin without a single change. Bepnb 
lican orators who gkrifted the Ding 
ley UU for years, and consequently 


land out in 


vehement ' and 
lurid 
declamation 


against this wool schedule as if it 
were some new scheme, to plunder an 
innocent and unsuspecting public, 
when the fact is that it was precisely 
the same schedule that has been up- 
held toy all great protectionists for 
many years. The same is practically 
true of the cotton schedule. 


The truth is they are both too high 


in the main, and were formulated at 
a time when it was not thought esen- 
tial to adjust rates, so as to measure 
the difference between the cost of 
production at home and abroad, for, 
is had always been the case in former 
days, no matter how nigh the tariff 
might be placed, competition among 
domestic industries would gradually 
cut the price down to where it ought 
to be. 
But when combinations of 


capital prevented the working of 'the 
law of competition, then it was found 
that, where the tariff rate was more 
than 'protective, advantage was taken 
of the excessive rate to promote 
monopoly, to control the output, to 
limit the product and to fix the price. 


Therefore, there is every reason 


why a tariff board should find the 
facts, as otherwise, the very condi- 
tions of monopoly, may be created. 


Notwithstanding these inconsis- 


tencies, the Payne law has largely 
vindicated itself. It established max- 
imum and minimum rates by means 
of which our- foreign commerce has 
been largely extended. It laid a tax 
on corporations which yields a hand- 
some-revenue to the government, and 
at the same time insures the publicity 
of the methods and operations of all 
corporations. 
R 
transformed 
a 


deficit of $58,000,000 into a surplus 
of $37,000,000, while supplying ample 
revenues to pay the expense of ad- 
ministration. Under the Wilson law 
48.8 per-cent of all imports came in 
free, under the Dingley law 44.3. and 
under the Payne law 51.2, the highest 
in our history. 


Under the Wilson law the average 


,rate of duty paid on dutiable goods 
was 42.8, under the Dingley law 45.8. 
and under the Payne law 41.2. or the 
lowest ad valorem rate in any Repub- 
lican law ever enacted. 


Taking all imports, both free and 
utiable, and averaging the rate, we 
nd that under the Wilson law it 
mounted to 21.0 per cent, under the 
)tngloy law to 25.5 per cent, and un- 
er the Payne law to 20.1 per cent.

ign Steamship Pool, the Steel Cor- 
oration and the one that, more than 
ny other, is back of the movement to 
estroy the Republican party — the 
nternational Harvester Trust — all 
ssailed in the courts for violation of 
le law. * * * 
The simple truth is that the third 
arty movement was made possible by 
ivo acts of the Taft administration; 
ne. the Canadian reciprocity, which 
lienated the friendship of a large 
umber of farmers, and the other the 
nit against the Steel Trust which 
rought forth the cash that is financ- 
ig this new venture in the political 
world.

The provisional national committee of 


Progressive party was In session

The twelve colored delegates from 
Alabama were refused seats by the 
committee and received the decision 
of the committee quietly. The colored 
delegates from Florida and Mississip- 
pi, however, refused to be pacified 
Florida sent six colored delegates 
here and Mississippi ten, and in the 
Mississippi delegation were two col 
ored delegates to the Taft convention 
here In June who stood by Roosevel 
from first to last They were ridiculed 
by their brother delegates becaus.

sideration from the Roosevelt people

mittee met, Chairman Dixon sent fo 
C. H. Alston, who headed the colorei 
delegates from Florida and Intercedei 
with him for half an hour to have the 
colored delegates abandon peaceful!

At the second session of. the conven- 
lon today, which' convened at noon, 
fudge Ben Lindsay of Denver was 
made permanent chairman. The feat- 
ure of the afternoon was the address 
of Colonel Roosevelt, who received a 
rousing reception from his auditors 
;t is now generally agreed that the 
convention will name Governor Hiram 
fohnson of California as running mato 
;o Colonel Roosevelt on the_ first na- 
lonal ticket of the new party. 


Johnson is very much of the same 


•tyle of a campaigner as Colonel Roos- 
evelt. Immediately after this conven- 
ion Colonel Roosevelt is to plan an 
Itinerary of the southern states, and 
In due time he Is to penetrate the 
west, while the Progressives of tho' 
middle and New England states are to 
be visisted by Governor Johnson. 


The platform which Is to be adopte-1 


by this convention will be more or lesj 
radical in many of its features. 
The 


work on the platform is being prac- 
tically performed by Dean Lewis ol 
the Pennsylvania law school, Dean G. 
W. Kirchway of the Columbia univer- 
sity law school, James R. Garfield of 
Ohio, Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania, 
William Allen White of Kansas, and 
Chester A. Rowell of California. As al- 
ready said in these dispatches, prac- 
tically forty platforms must he whip- 
ped into one.

Washington, Ang. 6.—From the gun- 


boat Annapolis one hundred American I 
bluejackets 
have been landed in 


Nicaragua and are quartered in the 
American legation at 
Managua for 


protection to American life and prop- 
erty. The men were landed at the re- 
quest of the Nicaragua!! government 
after it had confessed its Inability to 
afforfi the protection demanded by 
United States Minister Weitzel. Ar- 
rangements now are under discussion 
for the sending of more bluejackets or 
marines to Nicaragua. It is felt tltat 
the present >force of 100, whicli is all 
that Ihe Annapolis could possibly 
spare, js none too large. The blue- 
jackets are about seventy-five miles 
from the coast, the nearest port being 
Corinto. There is now no American 
gunboat there, the Annapolis having 
gone to San Juan Del Sur, where the 
cable station is situated.
